MARINE INSURANCR BUSINESS 
SIN JAPAN. 
. GOVERNMENT PROTECTION -DESIRED,

The Japan Chronicle says:—A petition is 
being signed by “Japanete. steamship owners, 
addressed to the Government and Diet, ‘asking 
that marine insurance should be made a.Go- 
veroment monopoly or that some other suilable, 
measure shotild be taken for the protection of 
steamship owners when they desire to insu 
their vessels, The petitioners say that the pro- 
gress .of this. particular branch ‘of insurance in 
Japan is far behind the advance shown in ‘ship- 
ping. Japanese shipping shows.an aggregate” 
tonnage of more than 1,000,009, while-the marine 
insurance companies now in existence ase only 
four—the Tokio, Nippon and Kobe—withan ag- 
gregate authorised capital of only Y14,000.000, 
of which not mbré than: Y3 00,000; is paid up. 
In these circimstances the four. compa 
named are only. enabled to-coniinue their bu 
ness with the assistance of foreign compan 
with which 7¢ or 80 percent. of insurance 
taken by the Japanese compacies is 1 
ed. Consequently the Japanese are cor, 
to act under (he dictates-of foreign companies 
in regard to the rate of premium of re-insur- 
ance and class_of the_vessels_insnred.. | The 
sresult is that the Japanese companies are vir-
